Gauuery or Patines. We are glad that the 
fashionable world have been provided with a lounge 
that will in every respect compensate for the delay 
in opening the Atheneum Gallery. Mr. Warrell 
has recently commenced an exhibition at the Co- 
rinthian Hall that must attract the attention of every 
person with any taste or fondness for the arts. It 
is a collection of paintings recently arrived from 
Europe, all of them beautiful and many considered 
by good judges as masterpieces. The works are 
one hundred and three in number, with every va 
riety of character and style. 

One thing, that distinguishes thie collection from 
any that we have hitherto seen here, is, that all the 
pieces are interesting and well executed. There 
is no huge lumber to fill up and cover the walls. 
All the paintings are excellent in their repective 
departments. 

Among the most striking in the room is that 
numbered one on the Catalogue, painted by Dom- 
incihino, entitled the Crucifixior. It is one of the 
most sublime and perfectly executed paintings we 
have ever scen. 
The painting of Ixion upon the wheel, by Arpi- 
no is exceedingly powerful in its design, and very 
brilliant in its colouring. The figure of Ixion has 
been pronounced by anatomists singularly correct. 
The picture of Diana reposing, by Girolamo, an 
eminent disciple of Titian is a work that will grow 
upon ove the more it is examined. The expres- 
sion of sleep upon the eyes and about the lips of 
Diana is exceedingly natural. The hounds by 
her side are absolutely breathing; we do not be- 
lieve that animals more like life were ever put 
upon canvass, 
Over the door are placed with some other paint- 
ings, portraits of the three Cesars, Otho, Vespe- 
sian and Claudius Nero, copied from the originals 
\of Titian, This artist enlarged them intoa Co- 
lossa) size from coins extant in his time, stamped 
|with the images of these Emperors. The origi- 
‘nals, from which these copies are taken were re- 
‘moved by Napo'eon from the Vatican to Paris, and 
,were restored when the allied sovereigns took pos- 
session of that city. They are very splendid paint- 
ings and said to give a very correct idea of the 
‘powers and style of Titian.
